Gasoline tax revenue collected by 
the state of N ebraska for July has 
now reached the total of $285.575, 
which Is $40,000 above the am ount 
taken in for June and far more 
than was estim ated in advance by 
Chief T.

It was an epidemic of bubonic plague which 
devastated Europe and Asia, breaking out in the-last 
named continent In 1333 and spreading to Europe 
through Armenia and Egypt which without apparent 
doubt postponed the" discovery of- this continent for 
- 


a great period of time. 


It is known that the Norsemen colonized Iceland 


lu S7-; A. D. .Ai.il dlss-v-.cicd Grccr^nfi'!r. ?nO. On the 
latter a prosperous settlement was established in 9S2, 
the settlers being chiefly natives of Iceland. The trade 
of Greenland consisted of bear, fox, seal and other 
'urs, whale oil, fish products, meats o£ various kinds, 
as well as dairy products. 
This trade was carried 


on with Iceland and Scotland and Scandinavia. There 
being 110 lumber in Greenland this was imported 
from Labrador and ^Newfoundland, or Markland na 
t was then called. 
Every summer great fleets of 


Viking ships left Greenland for Labrador and Mark- 
land for lumber, fish and other products. 


The Greenland settlement was very prosperous 


for years and there is nothing more probable than 
that the hardy sailors -and adventurers from there 
would ha,ve gone from Markland and settled what is 
now the United States, and which they are said by 
some to have discovered. But just when Greenland 


•us most prosperous ihe bubonic plague intervened 


XoL knowing how to fight it the people of Europe 
fled before it. 
As it approached a settlement those ^ 


not afflicted fled in terror. The flow of new settlers- 
vas entirely stopped and the commerce of'Greenland 
and Iceland ail but disappeared. 


Both Iceland and Greenland were almost depopu- 


lated and when the Eskimos found the Greenland 
settlement weak and helpless they raided it, carrying 
away cattle, horses and goods and slaying those who 
opposed them. The last Greenlander was destroyed In 
1400, 
or 92 years before the coming of Columbus.

As the sun rises higher after the 


vernal equinox, the days brighten,' 
as well'as lengthen—for us in the 
northern hemisphere—and the ther- 
mometer 
of

It appears that a great part of 


the beneficent effect of solar radia- 
tion on the vitality of animals and 
plants arises from the rays that lie 
next to, and partially include, those 
which are popularly known as the 
photographic ray a.

made, Commissioner Gillaspie an- 
nounced Thursday, preparatory

installing a filtration plant 
tha 


will keep the water at an even tem- 
perature, throughout the swimming 
season. 


Money for the plant has been ap- 


propriated and when the pool closes 
in September; employes of the city 
engineer's office will examine pip- 
ing in the circulating system 
to 


make that part of the plant read\ 
for the filtration. 
About $15,0<H 


will be required to complete 
the 


change. 


City Kngineer Erickson and Com- 


missioner Gillaspie have been 
ex- 


amining diffetent types of plants 
including one at Krug park1 in Om- 
aha, and have settled upon 
what 


will be needed here. 


The plans contemplate the instal- 


atlon of a plant that will provide 
a complete change of water in the 
pool twice every day, Mr. Erickson, 
said, a temperature 
being 
main- 


tained suitable to the weather. Wa- 
ter such as has been used Imme- 
diately following the cleaning of 
the pool, heretofore \\ill be a thing 
of the past, nor will bathers 
be 


troubled with the hot water which 
characterizes some pools. 


The temperature will be regulated 


by the use of cold water direct 
from the city mains.

According to EricUson the saving 


in expense through the instalation 
of a filtration plant will soon pay 
the initial cost and, at the same 
time, relieve the water plant of a 
service requliement In hot weather 
that has proved to be a strain here- 
tofore.
